1 . I am the sole inventor of the instant U.S. Application No. 1 0/789,488. From 1996 
to 2005 1 was employed by and was a director of HPM Industries Pty Limited ("HPM") in 
Sydney Australia. Prior to my departure I was also a director and board member of the 
Australian Electrical and Electronics Manufacturers Association. 

2. I have reviewed the Office Action mailed May 2, 2006, wherein the Examiner has 
cited as prior art an application of May et al, US 2005/0156103, published on July 21, 2005, and 
filed as U.S. Application No. 10/601,101 on June 23, 2003.
